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UVic honors top academic achievers

UVic's top academic achievers for 1984- 
85 were honored at the annual Awards 
Recognition Ceremony Oct. 31 in the 
University Centre Auditorium. 

More than 860 students received scho¬ 
larships, bursaries or other awards. 

Topping the list of about 10,000 under¬ 
graduates who wrote examinations in 
May was fourth-year Arts and Science 
student Lloyd Tefft of Victoria who 
earned a remarkable Grade Point Aver¬ 
age (GPA) of 9, the equivalent of A-plus 
in all subjects. 

Tefft is in the fifth year of an honors 
program in Russian and Germanic Stu¬ 
dies and this is the second straight year 
in which he has achieved a GPA of 9. 

For his efforts, Tefft received the R.T. 
Wallace Commemorative Scholarship of 
$1,400, a Robert S. Evans Memorial 
Scholarship of $700 and a Frank and 
Margaret Gibbs Scholarship of $200. 

The Wallace scholarships, named in 
honor of the long-time UVic professor, 
administrator and former, chancellor, 
are awarded to students who are tops in 
their faculty, entering one of the final 
two years of undergraduate studies. 

Tefft received the award for the 
Faculty of Arts and Science in the BA 
program while Brian Charlesworth of 
Victoria received the $1,400 Wallace 
award for students in the BSc program. 

Charlesworth, a third-year student in 
mathematics and physics, also received 
the Betty and Gilbert Kennedy Scholar¬ 
ship of $675 in mathematics, a Seaspan 
International Ltd. Scholarship of $150 
and a Frank and Margaret Gibbs Scho¬ 
larship of $50. 

Leslie Wyber of Medicine Hat, Alta., 
was the Wallace winner in the Faculty of 
Fine Arts with a GPA of 8.87. She is a 
third-year student in the School of Music 
and was awarded a $400 Performance 
Scholarship in Music, a $200 Gibbs 
Scholarship and a $250 Woodward 
Stores Ltd. Scholarship, along with the 
$1,400 Wallace award. 

Karin Pfeiffer of Victoria, with a GPA 
of 8.67, won the $1,400 Wallace Scholar¬ 
ship in the Faculty of Education as well 
as the Mary Hannah Cooper Scholar¬ 
ship of $600 and a Gibbs Scholarship of 
$200. She is a fourth-year student. 


Two students in the Faculty of Human 
and Social Development share the Wal¬ 
lace Scholarship, with GPAs of 8.1. 

Vera Busche of Fort St. John, a fourth- 
year student in Nursing, receives a $700 
Wallace award, a $700 Robert S. Evans 
Memorial Scholarship in Nursing, a 
$500 Hazel T. Knox Memorial Scholar¬ 
ship and a $300 Matthew Cowan 
Scholarship 

Valerie Jarvie of Victoria shares the 
Wallace scholarship in the Faculty of 
Human and Social Development, receiv¬ 
ing $700. She also received a University 
of Victoria Faculty Association Scholar¬ 
ship of $500, a Knox Scholarship of $500 
and a University of Victoria Faculty 
Scholarship of $500. 

Also honored at the ceremony were top 
students in the Faculty of Law including 
winners of Law Foundation Scholarships 
Janice Hansen, Jacqueline Jonson and 
Frey a Kristjanson in second year and 
Janet Erasmus and Ronald Skolrood in 
third year.

The ceremony recognized recipients of 
scholarships and bursaries adminis¬ 
tered by UVic as well as graduate stu¬ 
dies awards. 

Joseph Cunliffe, chairman of the 
Board of the University of Victoria 
Foundation, said this year the Founda¬ 
tion administered 342 awards worth 
$238,366. He thanked the donors, many 
of whom were in attendance. 

Recognized were winners of UVic's 
most prestigious undergraduate 
entrance awards, the T.S. McPherson 
Scholarships. 

Mary Smoch of Victoria and Eliza¬ 
beth Huenemann of Delta were each 
awarded $4,000 McPherson Scholar¬ 
ships while Durwin Foster, Norma 
Fowler, Karin Garadanza, Linda Ham- 
mill, Geoffrey McKay, Tiffany Potter, 
Duane Prentice and Marjorie Wharton 
each won $2,500 McPherson 
scholarships. 

Guest speaker was Emeritus Asso¬ 
ciate Professor Betty Kennedy who was 
credited by UVic President Dr. Howard 
Petch with initiating the Awards Recog¬ 
nition Ceremony while serving for seven 
years as chairman of the ceremonies 
committee before taking early retire¬ 
ment in June of this year. 

Kennedy sounded a warning that “we 
may be headed back to a situation 
where, for the most part, those parents 
who are not well-to-do have little chance 
of seeing their children become doctors, 
lawyers, scientists, teachers. And this, I 
think, is a tragedy.” 

She said Canada has had little class 
structure in the past 40 years but this 
may be changing as independent 
schools graduate an increasingly large 
number of well-prepared students and 
there is little sign that standards in gen¬ 
eral in the public schools have improved. 

“Parents, particularly those in the 
professions, have, in many cases, lost 
faith with the public school system. But 
is it good for high quality secondary edu¬ 
cation to become available for the most 


William Golding, winner of the Nobel 
Prize for Literature in 1983, will give a 
free public reading Nov. 20 at UVic. 

The well-known British author will 
speak at 8 p.m. in the University Centre 
Auditorium at UVic. His talk, part of the 
Lansdowne Lecture Series, is made pos¬ 
sible through endowment funds held by 
the University of Victoria Foundation. 

The Nobel Prize was awarded Golding 
for the body of his work, which includes 
the novels Lord of the Flies , The Inheri¬ 
tors, Pincher Martin , Free Fall , The 
Spire , and Rites of Passage. 

Bom in 1911, Golding established his 
reputation as a novelist with the publi¬ 
cation of Lord of the Flies when he was a 
43-year old schoolmaster. The novel was 
rejected by 21 publishers before Faber & 
Faber accepted the work which turned 
into one of the best known English nov¬ 
els of this century, and a popular film. 

Golding has inspired extensive praise 
and some criticism from his readers and 
critics throughout his long and prolific

part, only to those who can afford high 
fees?” 

Kennedy urged those in the audience 
to pressure the system to improve the 
quality of education. “And spending 
more money on it will not necessarily 
produce that improvement. A change in 
attitude both in the schools and in 
society in general is essential. A superb 
academic education through the public 
schools and in society in general is 
essential. 

“Our challenge today is to provide a 
system of public education from kinder¬ 
garten through university which will 
give quality education to all students 
with the requisite ability regardless of 
where they live and of the financial sta¬ 
tus of their parents.”

“I'm against the picture of the artist as 
the starry-eyed visionary not really in 
control or knowing what he does.

They were in complete control; they 
knew it inch by inch and I think the 
novelist is very much like that.”

Nobel winner speaks here 
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Percentage of rural students 
continues to decline in B.C. 


The percentage of young people in Brit¬ 
ish Columbia outside the metropolitan 
areas of Victoria and Vancouver who 
attend university has been dropping at a 
steady rate for a decade, according to 
UVic President Dr. Howard Petch. 

Speaking at UVic’s Awards Recogni¬ 
tion Ceremony Oct. 30 at which more 
than 860 students were honored for aca¬ 
demic excellence, Petch pointed out that 
almost half the young people in B.C. live 
outside the metropolitan areas. 

“Over the past 10 years, the percen¬ 
tage of Grade 12 students in Vancouver 
and Victoria going on to university has 
remained nearly steady at about 16 per 
cent,” said Petch. 

“In the non-metropolitan areas about 
10.5 per cent of Grade 12 students went 
on to university 10 years ago, but this 
figure has been dropping steadily. Only 
six per cent of Grade 12 students from 
outside Vancouver and Victoria went on 
to university in 1984-85.” 

“Because of the low participation rate 
by students from non-metropolitan 
areas of B.C., this province has the low¬ 
est overall university participation rate 
of any province in Canada.” 


Dr. Mel D. Faber (English) has recently pub¬ 
lished articles on Shakespeare in the Psycho¬ 
analytic Review, on E. M. Forster in Hartford 
Studies in Literature, on the computer in edu¬ 
cation in New Ideas in Psychology, and on phi¬ 
losophical aspects of the computer in the 
Psychoanalytic Review.

Three new members of the Board of Directors 
of the Faculty Club were elected by acclama¬ 
tion to two-year terms at the club’s annual gen¬ 
eral meeting Oct. 28. Dr. C. Brian Harvey 
(Education), Dr. Richard A. Ring (Biology) and 
Herbert Widdifield, director of Computing and 
Systems Services, are the new board members. 
Directors continuing in office until October of 
1986 are William Bender, retired former direc¬ 
tor of Personnel Services; Victor Golinsky, 
manager of projects for Buildings and 
Grounds; R.H. Kirby (Chemistry) and Chris 
Greenwood (Chemistry). Presidential appoin¬ 
tees to the board include R.W. McQueen, Vice- 
President, Finance, Dr. R.H. Roy (History) and 
Dr. William Cross (Education). 

Jim Helme, director of Buildings and Grounds, 
reminds the campus community of the univer¬ 
sity policy excluding animals from all campus 
buildings. He points out that a staff member 
was recently bitten by a dog that had been 
brought into a campus building. 


Dr. C.D. Doyle has recently published Wallace 
Stevens: The Critical Heritage (Routledge) and 
has co-edited a recent number of the journal 
Ariel on New Zealand literature to which he con¬ 
tributed an article on New Zealand poetry. 
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Petch believes the chief reason for the 
low participation rate is the cost of 
attending unviersity for those students 
who live beyond commuting distance 
from Greater Vancouver or Victoria. 

The cost per year for these students to 
attend university ranges from about 
$6,700 to $7,850, depending on the dis¬ 
tance a student must travel to university 
and the academic program that he or she 
takes. 

“Few people realize just how expen¬ 
sive it is for these students,” said Petch. 
“With the cost of living away from home 
increasing along with tuition fees and 
the elimination of student grants, it is 
becoming increasingly difficult for 
young students from rural areas to 
attend university.” 

For several years Petch has cam¬ 
paigned for recogniton of the differences 
in costs for students from rural areas. 
More than 40 per cent of undergraduate 
students attending UVic come from out¬ 
side the metropolitan areas where B.C.’s 
three public universities are located. 

Big Band offers

International recording artist Fraser 
MacPherson is the special guest in a 
free concert by the School of Music’s Big 
Band tonight at 8 p.m. in the University 
Centre Auditorium. 

MacPherson is one of Victoria’s true 
success stories. A graduate of Oak Bay 
Senior Secondary School, all of his early 
training came from the dance bands and 
jazz groups of Victoria. 

He quickly established himself as a 
leader and went on to to become one of 
Vancouver’s top studio reed players. 
During the Cave’s long history as Van¬ 
couver’s top night club, MacPherson 
was the band leader. 

His international success began with 
the “Live at the Planetarium” album in 
the late 1970s. Since then he has been 
heard on stages and airways all over the 
world. 

The UVic Big Band, in its fourth sea¬ 
son under the directorship of Gordon 
Clements, will be presenting a wide 
range of repertoire, including Count 
Basie, Thad Jones, Les Hooper, and 
Vancouver’s Fred Stride.

The effects of climate upon life in British 
Columbia is the focus of “Climatic 
Impacts” a three-part environmental 
series which began Nov. 6. 

Introducing the public to current cli¬ 
matic issues and encouraging public 
awareness and participation in plan¬ 
ning policies and expenditures in this 
area is the series’ aini. Sponsors are the 
UVic Environmental Studies Program, 
the Environmental Studies Students’ 
Association, and the Alma Mater 
Society. 

Man's Impact on Climate was the 
topic of discussion Nov. 6 when climatol¬ 
ogist T.R. Oke of the University of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Geography Department 
gave a global perspective on climate, and 
cited local examples of how man and 
urban areas affect climatic changes. 

Further sessions in the series will be 
Air Pollution Nov. 20 and Climate 
Impacts Nov. 27. Speakers from the Min¬ 
istry of Environment will discuss acid 
rain and air pollution, their effects on 
soil and vegetation growth, and means 
of determining the effects of acid rain 
over time on Nov. 20. 

On Nov. 27, topics discussed will 
include weather forecasting, mapping of 
agricultural climate for the Saanich 
peninsula, interactions of forestry and 
climate, and carbon dioxide and cli¬ 
matic change. Speakers will be from the 
Ministry of Forests, Agriculture Canada 
and the Institute of Ocean Sciences. 

Sessions begin at 7 p.m. in the UVic 
Elliott Building, Room 167, and are fol¬ 
lowed by a question and answer period. 

Cost of admission is $2 for the series, 
or $1 for students and the unemployed. 
Cost of one lecture is 50 cents.

Sonic Lab presents 
new compositions 

Sounds moving in numerous spatial 
configurations under the direction of 
John Celona will be featured in a perfor¬ 
mance by the School of Music’s contem¬ 
porary music ensemble, Sonic Lab, at 8 
p.m. on Nov. 15 in the Recital Hall of the 
Music Building.

Mauricio Kagel, who special¬ 
izes in the Theatre of the Absurd, will be 
represented with his Atem for brass 
instruments and assistant. The piece 
makes use of many non-traditional and 
extended techniques for wind instru¬ 
ments. Italian composer Lucian Berio’s 
Sequenza for voice features a special 
rendition of this musically and linguisti¬ 
cally complex work, which is dedicated 
to the late Judy Garland. Completing 
the program is sound sculptor Alvin 
Lucier’s Chambers for resonant envir¬ 
onments. A large array of “ghetto blas¬ 
ters” will surround the audience in this 
environmental composition.

The Arabian Nights, a Victorian farce 
directed by Dr. Michael Booth, chair¬ 
man of the Theatre Department, opens 
Nov. 21 in the Roger Bishop Theatre of 
the Phoenix Building. 

The play, at 8 p.m., continues through 
Nov. 30. The Phoenix Box Office opens 
for ticket sales Nov. 18 at noon and 
tickets can be reserved by calling 721- 
8000. Tickets are $6 for adults, $5 for 
seniors and students. 

Director Booth chose The Arabian 
Nights by Sydney Grundy because he 
believes Victorian farce is “among the 
richest and most entertaining in the his¬ 
tory of the stage”. 

Booth explains that farce deals with 
man in his extremes, very comic, yet 
frightening. The comedy comes from the 
contrast between the ordinary person 
and the extrarodinary circumstances; 
perfectly ordinary, even dull people are 
caught up in terrifying domestic compli¬ 
cations in which life seems to pass com¬ 
pletely out of their control. 

“The best farce comes out of a context 
of widely held moral and social taboos, 
the violation of which characters 
engage in at their peril,” says Booth. 
“That is why Victorian farce is so rich 
and entertaining.” 


Symposium 

slated 


The Island as Periphery: The Ryukyus, 
China and J apan is the topic of a sympo¬ 
sium sponsored by the Centre for Pacific 
and Oriental Studies in co-operation 
with Islands ’86, to increase awareness 
issues affecting islands around the 
world. 

The symposium will be held Nov. 12 
from 7:30 to 9:30 p.m. in Room 157 at the 
Begbie Building. Registration at the 
door is $5 and free for students. 

Dr. Richard J. Pearson of the Depart¬ 
ment of Anthropology and Sociology at 
the University of British Columbia is 
the featured speaker, focussing on the 
archaeology and early history of the 
Ryukyus and their ceramics trade with 
China in the Ming dynasty (1368 to 1644 
AD). 

For centuries the Ryuku people 
walked a middle road between two pow¬ 
erful neighbors, paying token homage to 
both China’s Emperor and the Japanese 
Shogun while retaining their own iden¬ 
tity. In his lecture, accompanied by 
slides, Pearson will consider the effects 
on the Ryukyus of participation in the 
Chinese and Japanese cultural systems 
and the strongly determining effects of 
the islands’ environment and location in 
the East China Sea. 

The symposium is the seventh in a 
series held by the Centre for the Pacific 
and Oriental Studies and Islands ’86 in 
preparation for a major conference on 
the islands of the world, to be held at 
UVic May 8 to 10, 1986. 


National photo archivist speaks 


“Paradoxical Image: Artistry and 
Understanding in Photography” is the 
topic of a public lecture tonight by 
Andrew Birrell, Director of the National 
Photography Collection of the Public 
Archives of Canada. 

Birrell is in Victoria from Nov. 7 
through Nov. 9 as a Lansdowne Visitor 
visiting the Department of Creative 
Writing at UVic. He will give lectures 
and be available to students and faculty 
members for consultation, and attend 
the Society for Photographic Education 
conference being sponsored by the Crea¬ 
tive Writing Department. 

The Lansdowne Public Lecture 
tonight by Birrell, to be held at 8 p.m. in 
Room 159 of the Begbie Building, is free 
and will be of interest to all those with an 
interest in art, photography and art his¬ 
tory. “The plundered vision of the art 
historian’s approach to photography, 
and the changing interpretations of its 
nineteenth century origins” will form 
part of the subject of his address. 


Following the lecture, a reception will 
be held in the UVic Maltwood Art 
Museum and Gallery, where there will 
be a photographic exhibition of the 
works of members of the Society for Pho¬ 
tographic Education. 

Birrell is the author of Benjamin 
Baltzly, Photographs and Journal of a 
Trip through British Columbia: 1871 
published by Coach House Press, and 
co-author of Canadian Photography, 
1839-1920 , also published by Coach 
House. 

A member of the Association of Cana¬ 
dian Archivists and the National Archi¬ 
val Appraisal Board of Canada, Birrell 
has curated several photographic exhi¬ 
bitions and is preparing a book based on 
the exhibition, Into the Land: Survey 
Photography in Western Canada, 1858- 
1900. In addition, he has published 
numerous articles in magazines and 
journals, including Photo Canada, Can¬ 
adian Historical Review, Archivaria, 
and Canadian Photography.

“Privacy and Computers: Lessons from 
the Krever Commission on the Security 
of Health Records” is the subject of a 
public lecture to be given on campus 
Nov. 20 by Justice Horace Krever of the 
Ontario Supreme Court.

demonstrate!
